SACRAMENTO. March il.— Between 150 


and ICO bills passed by the late legisla- 
ture are awaiting the signature of the 
governor Defore they can become laws. 
Next Saturday will bfl the last day al- 
lowed by law which tha governor has to 
approve or disapprove the bills. 


A large number of measures provide 


for appropriations-, and many of these 
will Barely 1:3 vetoed, in order that the 
50 cent tax limit shall he complied 
with. In order to do thia the governor 
will have to leave unsigned hills amount- 
ing to nearly $2,000,000. 


Private Secretary lliitfiins is engaged 


in preparing a tabulated etatement of all 
the appropriations made by tbe legisla- 
ture. This, w&eii completed, will be 
naed as a ready reference for the gov- 
ernor to properly use the pruning hnife.

great amount of work ahead of him.

it is now possible to get milk which may I 
betwiceaarichas the normal. On the 
other hand, other breeders have paid 
especial attention to production of large 
quantity, even at the eij*euse of quality, 
until pure milk is sometimes produced 
having as low us 10 per cent, of solids, 
when tbe normal is 13 per cent. 


A set/ond set of causes which influence 


the quality of milk grows uut uf ilin ig- 
norance or carelessness of the producer 
or seller. Where thy persons held the 
exploded idea of tbe value of one cow's 
milk for children anything in the treat- 
ment of the cow which affects its nervous 
temperament may unfit it for food for 
very young children. Uucleaiiliness or 
neglect is uftena gravosonrceof trouble* 
in tho handling of milk, not only on ac- 
count of the pos--ibi!i!iea of tho addition 
of visible filth, bnt becausu milk L> pe- 
culiarly su*c*-piible to odor, various 
kinds of buctfi-ia and disease germs. 
Epidemics of scarlet ftfver and typhoid 
fover bavo boon tract-able to tho milk 
supply, unclc-iiii cans and other utensils, 
and particularly to propagating bacteria.

dev:.el tbe folio eystem in the connly 
eCDnlor'a office ar.d recommen.ja-l that 
t b? sbaliahed and deputies emnloynd at 
a certain paltry, inntfiad of copyists fit so 
much R folio. 


The jurors inspected the books of the 


county recorder and found that nimmber 
>f e'asuros and interlineations bad bosn 
made in tha records. Thny werd of tho 
opinion that thsao chac^ea might eiTt;(;t 
the validity of the records and furnish 
opportunities for injustice and fraud. 


Deputy Recorder R. L. Peeler was 


asked for an opinion concerning the 
'boort of the Krauu jury on this matter, 
and stated that the strictures of that 
jody were to a greacestent true. 


He showed THE REPCBMCAN rsnorter 


he record 6 as far back as 1SS6 to prove 
hat erasures and interlineations were 
quito common. The grand jury's report 
referred particularly to tha present in- 
cum bent, but investigation shows that 
errors under his predecessors were aa 
common as they are now. 
"It has bnen the rule,'' said Mr. 


feeler, "to reject all folios having four 
errors of minor importance. If any inis- 
afee is made in names or datee, however, 
he folio in cancelled and has to bo re- 
written. Soch errors are capital and the 
occurrence of one on a folio is sufficient 
o warrant its rejection. I believe the 
em arks of the grand jury on this sub- 
ect will result in greater cnra being 
aken by the copyists."

The cap resembles a white woolen 
'am O'Shanter, and when on straight 
oea not appear to affect its owner in the 
eaet. Rut when the cap elides to one 
ttie, as often happsus, the lamb acts as 
I it was crazy. It tilts its head eide- 
ways and keeps running around in a cir- 
le, and appears to be in the graatRRt 
listregs. While in that condition it will 
not eat, but SB BOOH as the cap becomes 
traiuht the lamb walks o2 and grazes 
ontentedly.

In the coal regions o.f Pennsylvania 
early every piece of available limber 
as been cttt away to form props ior the 
rchways ami lor various other uses in 
onnecfiou with coal mining. Nearly 
very stick an-.l c-vory piece of plank 
sed in tlie?e regions now Jill have to be 
ronght from a .listamv. The Girard 
slalo has endeavored to solve tho pro- 
ilom by making tonic small plantations 
s a test. Eight yr:irs ago a large uum- 
«r of larches nml Scotch pines were 
dinted; plow furrows were simply 
[riven through ihe iiuderbrnsh growing 
ip where tho old forests had been cut 
away, anil one-year-old ECCdlilur. lurches 
•uid" pines planted. The larches now 
average some seventeen or eighteen feet 
ii'4h, ami are particularly healthy and 
thrifty. There can be no doubt, from 
:hese experiment^, that forest planting 
iu these regions would bo an undoubted 
success. 
It may be noted that thu larch ma 


the most popular of forest tries In. tho 
early planting ou the western prairie, 
but the leaves were attacked by a fun- 
ims- the timber therefore ilid not prop- 
erly mature. It finally fell into dis 
favor for forest planting. On them early 
experiments the larch hassufreredmuch 
in reputation, but il must be rcinem- 
n r e p u a o n , 
bered that the western prairies funnsli 
unfavorable conditions for tho larch. 
It is a mountain tree, ono thriving in 
comparatively poor soils, and the low 
altitude ami rich earth of western prai- 
ries were entirely foreign to its nature. 


The Girard plantings aro some 1,400 


or 1 MO feet above the level of the sea; 
these are the conditions of its own home, 
and the remarkable healthiness of these 
trees shows that tlmy appreciate the po-
